The Board of Trustees has the 
question of water rates for the year of 
1895-96 under 
consideration, the 


law requiring that they shall be fixed 
during February to take effect on the 


1 st of July following. 
T h e rates 
that had prevailed for years were re­ 
duced last season 15 per cent for 
private consumers, and for street- 
sprinkling purposes 
a change was 
made from 25 cents a thousand gal. 
Ions to 10 cents. 
The consequence 


was not what was expected by the 
public, for in many instances of a 
higher charge was made than hereto­ 
fore. 
The company explains this- by 
saying that up to last year they had 
not charged up to their full rates, as 
the higher rate allowed, for twon pro­ 
poses made it unnecessary. 
When, 
however, the rate for street sprinkling 


was 
reduced to a price below the 
cost of the water, the burden had to 
be shiited upon the private rate-pay­ 
ers, the unimproved property thus 
escaping its fair share of maintaining 
the water supply. 


A portion of the town is supplied 


by the Contra Costa Water Com­ 
pany, but that corporation has as yet 
failed to respond to the request for a 
financial 
statement upon which to 
base the rates for the next seasoa. 


As they supply only a limited dis­ 
trict, the rates as fixed for the Ala­ 
meda Water Company 
will apply 
equally to the Oakland concern.
